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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amendments are not entered because they 
introduce additional limitations regarding the offset distance that would require new search and consideration. 

The rejection of independent claim 1 involving the combination of Magnuson and Elverd is maintained due to the fact that the 
claim does not require that the hollow pin is at an offset distance during cell collection. Although Magnuson discloses in paragraphs 
[0124] and [0127] that the hollow pin makes contact with colonies during aspiration, the hollow pin is positioned at an offset distance from 
the cells at some point during the entire picking procedure. For instance, the hollow pin is offset from the cells at the moment when the 
pin is first introduced to the sample container. If scraping methods are used, then the hollow pin is at an offset distance from the cells 
when the pin tip is at the terminal end of a scraping stroke. According to claim 1 , any number of steps (such as touching the pin to the 
cells) can intercede between introduction of the hollow pin at an offset distance from the cell colonies, and aspiration of the cell colonies. 

The rejection of claim 10 involving the combination of Magnuson and Elverd is likewise maintained for the same reasons as 
stated above. Furthermore, limitations regarding the positioning of the hollow pin at an offset distance are considered to be an intended 
use. The positioning motors of Magnuson are fully capable of positioning the hollow pin at any distance relative to the cell colony. 
Magnuson discloses all of the recited structures set forth in the apparatus claim since Magnuson discloses a sample container, a camera, 
image processing software, a picking head, and positioning motors.. 
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
